A teenage girl from Northants 
has died after drowning in 
rough seas off the coast of an 
island in Thailand. 

Bryony Freestone, 19, of Little 
Houghton, was in the waters 
off Koh Chang last Sunday 
when the tragedy struck. 

Volunteers arrived at the 
White Sand resort to find the 
former Wollaston School pupil 
unconscious on the beach. 

But despite performing CPR, 
rushing her to a nearby clinic 
and trying for two hours to 
save her life, she died. 


And just 24 hours earlier, the 
very same waters claimed the 
life of a 55-year-old German 
tourist, despite red flags warn¬ 
ing people not to enter the sea. 

Bryony, who was a University 
of Exeter student, had arrived 
on the island a day earlier to 
enjoy a short break, following 
an expedition in Cambodia 
aimed at protecting oceans. 

In a heartfelt tribute, her 
grieving twin sister, Sophie, 
posted a picture of the pair on 
social media, along with the 
message: “There’s nothing I 
wouldn’t give to have you 
back. My beautiful Bryony.”

Teen was on trip 
to protect ocean

A 19-year-old girl who lost 
her life in the rough seas off 
the coast of Thailand had 
been on a conservation 
expedition to save the ocean. 

University of Exeter student 
Bryony Freestone, from Little 
Houghton, near Northamp¬ 
ton, tragically drowned while 
in the waters off White Sand 
Beach in Koh Chang on 
Sunday. 

The former Wollaston 
School pupil had been stay¬ 
ing on the island - the second 
largest in Thailand - having a 


short break with some other 
students from her university. 

They had all been on a 
month-long expedition - 
called ‘FXCambodia’ - in 
nearby Cambodia, where 
they carried out research on 
the effects of illegal trawling 
on seagrass. 

Bryony, who was a twin, was 
the expedition’s fundraising 
officer and raised more than 
£700 - allowing the group to 
set off for the trip on June 27 
which was detailed in a series 
of updates on their Facebook 
page. 

On this page in April a ‘meet 
the team’ post saw Bryony 


introduce herself as a lover of 
the ‘great outdoors’, and how 
she had been ‘lucky enough’ 
to visit Kenya and gain an 
insight into elephant and 
rhino conservation. 

She also said her ‘love of 
surfing’ inspired her interest 
in the importance of protect¬ 
ing oceans, adding: “I can’t 
wait to discover more about 
this and understand its wider 
implications for people in 
Cambodia this summer!” 

As well as her twin sister the 
student, who had been living 
in Falmouth, Cornwall, 
leaves behind her mum and 
dad.

Memorial bench 
petition rejected

A petition calling for a memorial bench in 
tribute to four friends who died in a car crash 
has been rejected by the council, despite it 
gaining more than 1,000 signatures - the 
most since 2003. 

Brogan Warren, Sam Kay, Nicoletta Tocco 
and Krop Jones - who were all in their 20s and 
from Northampton - died on May 22 following 
a head-on collision in Oxfordshire, while 
returning from a festival in Bristol. 

Their deaths sparked an outpouring of trib¬ 
utes to the popular group all over the town, 
with hundreds gathering at Delapre Lake - 
where the four friends often camped out - to 
hold a vigil and set up a shrine. 

But after a warden for Northampton Borough 
Council removed the selection of flowers, 
which had been left just 48 hours earlier - due 
to a ‘complaint’ from a member of the public 


- the victims’ friends were left outraged. As a 
result a friend of the group, Georgia Mae, 
decided to set up a petition calling on the local 
authority to place a memorial bench at the 
lake, which ended up receiving 1,139 signa¬ 
tures. 

But on Tuesday the 20-year-old received a 
response from the council’s cabinet member 
for environment, Alan Bottwood, saying the 
petition had been refused. He said he would, 
however, be open to talks to place one in a 
‘safe and appropriate location’. 

Georgia said: “The main reason we wanted 
this memorial bench is because this town has 
lost four very beautiful souls. It is not just the 
fact that the council has messed up the 
memorial and created more pain. 

“I am pretty disgusted to be honest about 
this. The least we want from them now is to 
meet us on the middle ground. The best thing 
would be them to accept this, pay for it and 
put it there themselves. We haven’t asked for 
much.”

Northamptonshire is home 
to the world’s largest agility 
festival. 

Run by the Kennel Club of 
Great Britain, the 
International Agility 
Festival was held at 
Rockingham Castle from 
last Thursday until Sunday. 

In total 17 countries took 
part with more than 2,900 
dogs competing from Great 
Danes to Chihuahuas.

The Umbrella Fair was born in the 1990s 
when a group of local people involved in 
such groups as Friends of The Earth, 
Greenpeace, Amnesty International and 
CND joined together (under an umbrella) 
to work collaboratively to put on a 
festival. 

This became the Umbrella Festival! It 
was about the environment and the planet 
(saving it) and promoting community. The 
energy to continue this year on year dissi¬ 
pated, and after a few years, the annual 
festival closed. 

In 2006, the idea was revived, and a few of 
the original organisers gathered some new 
people together and the Umbrella Festival 
was reborn! 

Initially, and with only 12 weeks’ plan¬ 
ning, we put together a small one day 
event, based around the bandstand on 
Abington Park. We returned there twice, 
but quickly realised we were outgrowing 
the chosen area as more elements to the 
festival were added. Today, we begin plan¬ 
ning the next festival as we close the last, 
and we are on site for a week putting down 
the festival. 

Fortuitously, the Balloon Festival as run 
by the Borough Council had come to its 
end on The Racecourse, so as we had good 
links with The Friends of The Racecourse 
and the agreement of the council, we 
transferred there. This of course gave us 
more opportunity to expand the offer of 
the festival. Still true to our founding prin¬ 
ciples, we grew! We wanted to promote 
awareness about the environment, from 
the world planet wide perspective to the 
impact of the individual here in 
Northampton. Recycle, re-use, up-cycle, 
educate about environmental issues, and 
promote community cohesion. 

Bring community together in a peaceful 
and collaborative way. Believing we have 
more in common with each other than 
that which divides us. There is and has 
always been a strong thread of arts and 
culture within our wider team, and music 
and performance is a great way to bring 
people together! 11 perfomers are local, 
this keeps our carbon footprint small, but 
also importantly celelebrates and promote 



local talent! So with these various 
elements the festival developed. The 
festival has always been free to attend, and 
community based organisations can have 
a stall for free. 

All of the folk who help put on the festi¬ 
val do so as volunteers, including all of the 
performers! This runs into hundreds! 
However, the festival does cost money to 
put on! In the region of £18,000! Security 
fencing, toilets; first aid; power (genera¬ 
tors run on recycled chip oil); on site secu¬ 
rity; insurance staging and food for all the 
volunteers! We run a volunteers kitchen 
through the set up, festival weekend and 
take down period! 

Over this period, we decided to extend 
our one day festival to two days and this 
year offer 10 performance areas catering 
for most musical tastes, and expect around 
100 stalls! 

■ There will be 130 local acts across its 10 
stages including heavy metal, folk, spoken 
word, world music, cabaret, choirs, jazz 
plus many of Northampton’s favourite 
bands on the Umbrella Stage. The festival 
often gives young performers their first 
taste of appearing in public on the youth 
stage. 

The festival is entirely free, bring your 
own picnic or buy from delicious onsite 
caterers. No restrictions on site access. 

The families area alone has dance work¬ 
shops, children’s theatre, a fancy dress 
parade themed around bees, relax kids, 
cardboard sculpture and a disco.

The Beatles left Liverpool for the 
capital in 1963 having just scored 
their first number one hit Please 
Please Me - but the four were so 
fabulous that, besieged by fans, 
they soon became too famous for 
hotels. 

As Beatlemania really kicked 
in at the end of the year, 
manager Brian Epstein 
suggested George and Ringo 
should move into his apartment 
block, and the two bandmates set 
up a bachelor pad in an 
apartment at Whaddon House in 
a small, private street near 
Harrods. 

The block witnessed some 
legendary parties, most 
memorably one star-studded 
bash which saw all four Beatles 
in attendance along with Mick 
Jagger, Keith Richards and Judy 
Garland. The celebrations moved 
to the roof of the building where 
a makeshift ballroom - complete 
with red carpet - was set up in a 
marquee. 

They were robbed in 1964 with 
burglars making off with 


cufflinks, souvenirs and cash. 
And with a world tour looming 
and aspirations of cracking 
America a year later, Whaddon 
House was also where The 
Beatles famously met before 
heading to Buckingham Palace 
to receive their MBEs from the 
Queen. 

Soon afterwards, George 
moved to Esher and Ringo 
headed to Marylebone.

One of Hillary Clinton’s less 
pressing problems is what to call 
husband Bill should she make 
White House history - as former 
presidents are still known as Mr 
President. 

Her hubby has helped raise 
£2bn for good causes with his

B est known as a 

multi-married film 
star with extravagant 
jewellery, Elizabeth 
Taylor was tabloid 
fodder for her seesawing weight 
and battles with addiction. But 
the Oscar-winning actress also 
had a stint as a politician’s wife 
and owner of a huge cattle 
farm. 

Taylor, who died age 79 in 
2011, got hitched to conservative 
politician John Warner after 
her second divorce from 
Richard Burton in 1976; they hit 
it off on a blind date at the 
White House during a visit 
from the Queen and married 
five months later. 

Taylor became a political 
wife, campaigning hard to get 
her husband elected to the 
Senate by attending endless 
charity benefits, shaking 



hundreds of hands, and 
speaking at public functions. “It 
was so boring. That’s why I put 
on so much weight,” she 
confessed. 

The farm reminded her of 
growing up in England and at 


first she was happy at being 
‘put out to pasture as the wife of 
a country squire’, and riding 
horses. However, Taylor decided 
to resume her career in 1982 
and go back to Broadway. They 
were divorced the same year 
and Warner sold the 400-acre 
Atoka Farm in 1994. 

The estate, near Middleburg, 
Virginia, has just been sold 
again for $8.17m. Dating from 
1860, it has five bedrooms on 
three levels with an indoor pool 
and tennis court. 

Its numerous barns are 
thought to have been built by an 
early owner, Joshua Hoge, a 
Quaker who helped get slaves to 
safety after the Civil War.

Fresh look for new Fiorino

IT was the van that established a 
new segment in the commercial 
vehicle market and now the Fiat 
Fiorino has been updated to 
make it even more user-friendly. 

The new Fiorino retains the 
compact dimensions that make it 
nimble in cities, agile in traffic 
and easy to park, without 
sacrificing any of its remarkable 
load capacity. 

The new model introduces some 
modern design touches inside 
and out, with new features that 
deliver top class performance, 
low running costs and good levels 
of comfort and functionality. 

In terms of style, the front 
bumper has been completely 
redesigned in line with the rest of 
the Fiat van range while retaining 
the characteristic high-mounted 
headlamps.

DOES soft-top or hardtop move 
you? Ok, how about a sort of 
between-Brexit model we’ll call 
a Cabrio. DS parent Citroen has 
always taken a walk along the 
wild side with its models and 
styling so the Cabrio is entirely 
natural. 

What’s not natural is a wide 
range which puts other makers 
to shame and means the DS 
3 Cabrio buyer has almost as 
much choice as the DS 3 
hardtop chooser. 

Essentially there are six models 
with petrol or diesel engines 
but only one automatic version 
and priced from about £ 16,300 
to £24,800. Our Prestige sits 
mid-range with its low emissions 
turbo-diesel BlueHDi engine. 

There is a good spread of 
pulling power from the 1,600cc 
engine and so long as you wisely 
use the six gears it moves along 
briskly once you are underway. 

The clutch has a surpris¬ 
ingly long travel but the lever is 
satisfyingly direct, underfoot the 
brakes had strong power but 
lacked as much progressive feel 
as I would like. 

Behind the powered steering 
wheel the DS 3 responded with 
a little deadness but its turning 
circle was good for town and 


country use and it was very 
steady at motorway speed. 

Secondary controls were 
scattered about the fascia and 
some of the dials were not easy 
to read, particularly in bright 
sunlight, which is not what 
you’d expect in a convertible or 
Cabrio. 

A very small boot of just 245 
litres would seriously limit your 
away day adventure so you may 
want to toss everything on the 
back seat and go just two-up. 

I also found myself between 
votes on visibility. The DS was 
not brilliant when the roof was 
in place but dropping it simply 
pushed it all back on top of the 
luggage area and you could see 
even less behind but more to 
the sides. 

The roof retracted electrically 
in stages at the push of a button 
and closed just as easily. 

There is no doubt the Cabrio 
is a comfortable choice for a 
journey, for two anyway, and it’s 
economical yet lively. 

The reality is that the market 
offering four-seater convertibles 
or cabriolets is really very small 
in the UK so any model is very 
welcome and with DS 3 Cabrio 
BlueHDi you have a particularly 
striking and stylish economical 
car which offers some but few 
real compromises.

Mazda adds extra 6 appeal By: Chris Russon 


IMPROVEMENTS are being made to the Mazda6 
as the Japanese car maker gives its large saloon 
and estate car a mid-life upgrade. A torque 
vectoring system is being added to give the cars 
more traction, cabin noise levels are being reduced 
and some new technology is coming on board. 
The engine line up, which features Mazda’s fuel- 
efficient SKYACTIV system, remains unchanged 
with 2.0-litre petrol and 2.2-litre diesels but 
changes are being made to the diesel to make it 
more responsive. Additional body insulation is 
also being fitted to make the cabin quieter. Inside, 


there’s a new-look steering wheel and the new 
Mazda6 has an updated head-up display using 
high resolution imagery. There’s also a new 
4.6-inch full colour TFT driver information 
screen and a traffic sign recognition system which 
recognises no entry signs and also gives speed alerts. 
On the safety front, Mazda has replaced the car’s 
laser operated emergency braking system with a 
forward sensing camera set up which widens the 
speed range for detecting other vehicles. Prices for 
the new Mazda6 range will be announced closer to 
the on-sale date later this year. 



Honda’s Insight into future motoring By: lan Johnson 


THERE are few joys in negotiating busy morning town traffic, but just 
now and again there is a ray of sunshine when you spot a real rarity. 
This happened to me when 1 found myself waiting next to one of the 
most amazing cars that arrived on British shores at the dawn of the 
2000s. It was a first generation Honda Insight, the initial production 
vehicle to feature Honda’s Integtrated Motor Assist hybrid drive. With 
its futuristic looks incorporating spatted-in rear wheels, this car was 
more reminiscent of Thunderbirds than the average British driveway 
and was regarded at first as an automotive oddity. But the Insight 
was a main driver into the field of hybrid driving and has become a 
significant milestone in UK motoring history. It featured optimized 
aerodynamics and a lightweight aluminum structure to maximize 
fuel efficiency and minimize emissions. Even as late as 2014 the 
first generation Insight still ranked as the most fuel-efficient United 
States Environmental Protection Agency certified petrol-fuelled 
vehicle, with a highway rating of 74 mpg and combined city/highway 
rating of 64 mpg. The first-generation Insight was only produced as 
a two-seater with initially a single trim level, manual transmission 
and optional air conditioning. The only major change during its 
life span was the introduction of a trunk mounted, front controlled, 
multiple-disc CD changer. In addition to the hybrid drive system, 
the Insight was small, built of light materials and streamlined with a 
drag coefficient of 0.25. The petrol engine was a three-cylinder unit of 
67bhp and utilised lightweight aluminum, magnesium, and plastic to 



minimize weight. The electric motor assist gave another 13bhp and a 
maximum of 49 Nm of torque when called on, with the aim to boost 
performance to the level of a typical 1.5-litre petrol engine. It also 
acted as a generator during deceleration and braking to recharge the 
vehicle’s batteries, and as the Insight’s starter motor. The Insight was 
assembled at the Honda factory in Suzuka, Japan. With its aluminum 
body and frame, the Insight was an expensive car to produce and 
was never designed for high-volume sales.

The SVAutobiography Dynamic has a 5.0-litre 
supercharged V8 engine with 550 horsepower 
on tap - and a price tag starting at £132,800. 
Created by Land Rover’s new Special Vehicle 
Operations division, the potent Range Rover 
shares its engine with the Range Rover Sport 
SVR and has a 0 to 60 acceleration time of 
5.1 seconds. 

With a revised suspension set up to handle the 
added power the car sits half-an-inch lower 
than the standard model.

Schreyer says the car has been designed with European tastes in mind and it will be built at the Hyundai 
factory in the Czech Republic. 

“The new Generation i30 is a car for everybody,” said Schreyer, who is now the president and chief 
design officer of Hyundai Motor Group. 

“From a design perspective, we haven’t just considered one customer; we have focused on a wide range 
of different people. 

“This model showcases an evolution of Hyundai Motor’s design language with natural flowing lines, 
refined surfaces and a sculpted body to create a timeless appearance. We are also introducing our further 
developed grille: the Cascading grille.” 

The current i30, which arrived in the UK four years ago, has proved to be a popular seller and has helped 
boost Hyundai’s small car range which also includes the ilO city car. 

Last year, Hyundai sales grew by more than three per cent in Britain and the company is close to selling 
100,000 models a year putting it into the top 10 car brands. 

The new model, which will be the third generation i30, will be revealed on September 7 in Germany 
before its public debut at the Paris show at the end of the month.

Northamptonshire’s County Championship 
match with Leicestershire petered out to a 
draw at Wantage Road after the visitor’s opted 
against setting up a final afternoon run chase. 

Alex Wakely had declared Northants first 
innings with them 122 runs behind on the 
third evening, but Leicestershire batted on to 
reach 292-6 in their second innings, setting a 
nominal target of 404 in 51 overs. 

Wakely made a half-century as they ensured 
the draw in a game where they had been under 
pressure at 184-5 in reply to the visitors’ mas¬ 
sive first innings total of 519, but Rob Newton’s 
unbeaten 202, his maiden double century, 
ensured they avoided the follow on and any 
realistic chances of defeat. 

Head coach David Ripley praised Newton’s 
efforts as Northants backed up their first 
Championship win of the season at Glamorgan 
last week with another positive display, 
although he was left slightly frustrated at the 
way the final day concluded.

The visitors started the day 171 runs ahead 
with all ten wickets in hand, but after strike 
bowler Clint McKay had hobbled off earlier in 
the match, Mark Cosgrove opted for the cau¬ 
tious approach, Paul Horton and Angus Robson 
easing to an opening partnership of 184. 

Saif Zaib removed both before lunch, his 
maiden first-class wickets, at which point a 
target of 320 in 63 overs might have tempted 
Northants, but instead Leicesteshire batted on, 
adding a further 95 in 10 overs before pulling 
out at 292-6. 

The approach drew boos from the Wantage 
Road faithful as Cosgrove effectively killed any 
chance of a positive result, however it did allow 
Zaib to complete a five-wicket haul, finishing 
with 5-148 while there was also a maiden first- 
class wicket for wicketkeeper David Murphy. 

Newton fell for 22, bowled by Ben Raine, but 
that was the only alarm for Northants as they 
saw out the remaining 51 overs with ease, 
Wakely finishing unbeaten on 53 alongside 
Murphy, Northants reaching 118-1 when the 
handshakes came.

Cobblers gained two solid away draws 
against Charlton and Oldham Athletic 
but are some way short of worrying the 
teams challenging at the top. 

Rob Page’s side stretched Town’s 
unbeaten run to 27 games with an Alex 
Revell header securing a 1-1 draw at the 
Valley before Cobblers played out a 0-0 
stalemate at Oldham on Tuesday night. 

Safe but uninspiring is a good way to 
describe Northampton, but at least tar¬ 
get-man Revell eased Cobblers scoring 
problems against crisis club Charlton 
with a crisp 19th minute header. 

Stopping Ricky Holmes was the other 
test that Town passed in the South 
London sunshine but they couldn’t pre¬ 
vent Johnnie Jackson from drawing the 
Addicks level just short of the hour. 

The pros and cons of the Cobblers set¬ 
up are there for all to see and lie in 
Page’s recruitment. Indeed, the title¬ 
winning core which Page inherited in 
Adam Smith, Zander Diamond, Dave 
Buchanan & John-Joe O’Toole are all 
consistent and Northampton’s defence 
is sound. 

Meanwhile, Revell is an industrious if 
isolated figure up top. However, it looks 
like Town’s boss has failed to produce 
anything like a Ricky Holmes replace¬ 
ment and has overloaded the squad 
with much-of-a-muchness wide mid¬ 
fielders who mostly fail to deliver a 
killer ball at present. 

Page seems to have fallen into the 
Gareth Bale Spurs scenario of replac¬ 
ing one outstanding player with several 
middling ones. 

Northampton are now overloaded 
with attacking midfielders in the form 
of Harry Beautyman, Alfie Potter, 
Emmanuel Sonupe, Lawson D’Ath, Sam 
Hoskins and Kenji Gorre when recruit¬ 
ing a single match winner would have 
been more productive. 

Swansea loanee Gorre has been the 
biggest let-down, coming with rave 
reviews from the Swans’ academy but 
not showing the ability to beat a man 
and bring the Cobblers’ solitary striker 
into matches. 

To put it bluntly, someone with a 
future at Premier League Swansea 
should be showing more in League One 
and with the player returning to Wales 
in January, Gorre has to hit the ground 
running. 

Yet, all wingers thrive off of interplay 
with forwards and Northampton are 

clearly lacking a fox in the box. This 

was shown on Tuesday night when 
Town just couldn’t trouble the 
Oldham net.

It didn’t exactly liven up after the 
restart either, although 
Northampton did waste a promis¬ 
ing opening when Alfie Potter’s 
pass meant for Sam Hoskins, 
which would have put him 
through, was over-hit. 

There was a better opening with 
three minutes to go when Hoskins 
did get his pass right to Kenji 
Gorre, but the Swansea loanee 
snatched at the chance horribly 
and harmlessly wide it went.

The gaffer 

Rob Page rewarded Hoskins for a 
couple of lively performances off 
the bench with his first start of the 
campaign, but he struggled to get 
himself involved through the 


middle. He was eventually 
swapped with Potter and moved 
out to the right, but this didn’t 
improve the quality of the final 
pass, much to the frustration of 
the Cobblers’ boss. 

Subs were made, but it would 
have taken something remarkable 
to liven up a dud of an encounter 
like this. 

Could be better 

Northampton’s passing whenev¬ 
er they crossed the halfway line 
wasn’t accurate enough, which 
led to promising openings fizzling 
out or being snuffed out before 
their fans could get excited. 

After receiving more help at 
Charlton at the weekend, Revell 
was left isolated again, making it 
very difficult for him to hold the 
ball up, as support just wasn’t 
arriving quickly enough. 

There were a couple of needless 


bookings for dissent as well for 
John-Joe O’Toole and Gabriel 
Zakuani. Discipline, lads. 
Although quite how the referee 
saw fit to book six visiting players 
is beyond me. 

On the plus side 

While it’s been frustrating at 
times so far this season seeing 
Northampton huff and puff in 
attack, you can’t help but feel the 
approach to get things right at the 
back first is the right one. Get the 
basics right and rest will follow 
and all that. 

There were some worrying 
defensive performances during 
pre-season, but these have not 
been repeated with the real action 
now in full swing, which leads us 
to... 

Man of the match: David 
Buchanan 


Yep, it’s gone to a defender again. 
The Northampton skipper didn’t 
put a foot wrong all night, rather 
like how he never seemed to do so 
through the whole of last season. 

He kept his old mate Ricky 
Holmes quiet at the weekend and 
he comfortably saw off the experi¬ 
enced Lee Croft before young sub 
Calaum Jahraldo-Martin tried 
and failed to get any change out of 
Mr Consistent either.

It promises to be a crucial few days for 
Northamptonshire's season with a trip to 
Edgbaston for Finals Day of the NatWest T20 
Blast coming up on Saturday. 

But before their big day out comes another 
quarter final, with Surrey the visitors to Wantage 
Road in the last eight of the Royal London One- 
Day Cup this afternoon. 

The Steelbacks topped the North group in the 
50-over competition and are now looking to 
reach a first Lord’s final since the Benson & 
Hedges Cup defeat to Lancashire in 1996. 

Head coach David Ripley was part of the 
Northants side that reached four finals in the 


80s and 90s and while T20 Finals Day may have 
become the showpiece occasion of the county 
cricket calendar, he knows how special it would 
be to reach Lord’s on September 17. 

“It’s a game we’re really looking forward to, 
obviously. Finals Day is two days after that and 
we’ve had a lot of pats on the back for that and 
we’re looking forward to that but there’s a lot of 
desire to get through in the 50-over competition 
as well,” he said. 

“Surrey are a good side but we’ve won six on 
the bounce here in 50-over cricket so we’re full 
of confidence and looking forward to it. It’d be 
impossible not to think about it [Finals Day] but 
once we turn up on Thursday we’ll have done 
our homework on Surrey, we’ll talk about a 
Lord’s final and what a great experience that is. 
I’ve been fortunate to get there four times and 
they’re certainly highlights of my career. 

“If we beat Surrey there’ll be a real belief we 


can go on and beat anybody and that’s going to 
be important, and taking a bit of momentum 
into Saturday, it’d be great to go into Finals Day 
on the back of a win and knowing we’re in great 
nick.” 

Ripley is also waiting to see if Seekkuge 
Prasanna will be able to join the squad on 
Saturday, with his availability dependent on 
whether he is included in the Sri Lanka squad 
for their ODI series against Australia, which 
starts on Sunday. 

“That’s just kicking around the Sri Lankan 
cricket board at the moment, that’s never an 
easy place to be, we’ll just wait and see if he’s 
selected,” said Ripley. “There’s a lot of desire for 
him to come back both from his side and ours, 
so we just need to know if he’s going to be select¬ 
ed in the squad and if he isn’t if they’ll release 
him to come back. It’s in their hands but we’ve 
got an agreement in place.”
